RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 3rd January, 1976 

No. 3/1 /75-Public.— The tragic death of Shri Lalit Narayan Mishra on 
the 3Td January, ]!>75 has dcpiived the country of a dedicated freedom 
fighter, an able administrator and a distinguished Parliamentarian with a 
long record of service to the country. 

2. Shri Laht Narayan Mishra was born in District Muzaffarpur, Bihar on 
2nd February, 1923. He was educated at Central Hindu College, Banaras, 
and also at Fatna College, Patna. Shri Mishra started participation in the 
freedom struggle from an early age and underwent two terms of imprison¬ 
ment 'in 1941 and 1912 with five years rigorous imprisonment. He was 
Secretary ot the Bihar Provincial Students’ Congress 1944—46 and its 
President in 1946—48. He was also Fellow of the Patna University Senate 
during 1948-49 and organised the fir.st Bihar Economic Conference at 
Fatna in 10.50. Shil Mishra from the beginning, was interested in the 
economic development of the country and did research work on jute 
cultivation and conducted lood survey in Bihar. As a research scholar of 
Patna Univer.sity, he did extensive research work on the “19th Century 
Colonial Policy of the British Empire”. He was a member of the All India 
Congres.s Committee from 19.50, He was a delegate to the 42nd Session of 
the Inleinat'ioiial Labour Conference, Geneva, in 1958 and visited the 
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United Staley of Ameiica in 1961 to study industrial relations in the coal 
and steel industries He was Chairman, National Projects Construction 
Corporation Limited, 1962—64, Shri Mishra was closely associated with 
the trade union movement and was editor of the “Congress Forum". He 
was a member of the Ccngres's Working Committee, 1972. He attended as 
India’s repi esentative several international conferences including the 
General Body Session of the ILO held in Geneva in 1907 and led the 
Indian delegation to the 2nd UNCTAD Conference held in Santiago and 
the meetings of the U. N. Economic Commis.sion for Asia and the Far East 
held at Bangkok and Itlanila. He was the guiding spirit behind the Third 
Aslan Trade Fair organised as Asia ’72. Shri Mishra was elected to the 
First Tjok Sabha in 1962 and to the Second Lok Sabha in 1957. During 
1964—-72 he yas a member of the Rajya Sabha. In 1972 he was again 
elected to the Lok Sabha from Darbhanga. He was Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Minister of Planniijg, Labour and Employment 1957—60, and 
Deputy Minister for Labour. Employment and Planning, 196(L—62. ' Shri 
Mishra wa.s also Deputy Minister in the Ministries of Home Affairs and 
Finance during 1964—67. In 1967 he took over as Minister of State for 
Labour and Rehabilitation and later Miniater of Defence Production. Shri 
Mishra became Minister cf Foreign Trade in 1970. He 'became a niember 
of the Union Cabinet on appointment as Minister of Railways on February 
5, 1973. Shri Mishra is survived by his wife, four sons, and two daughters,
